Guthrie, Okla., July 21. A proposi- 


tion will soon be tiled with the board, 
which is districting the territory for 
the election of delegates to the consti- 
tutional convention, to settle the dis- 
tricting, once and forever, by electing 
two delegates in each representative 
district of the territory and at the 
same time elect three at large over the 
entire territory. 
This, it is shown 


would greatly simplyfy matters and 
tend to close the work of the board 
within a few hours, instead of drag- 
ging it over several weeks. 


In the work of obtaining information 


on which to base the apportionment, 
the districting board is meeting with 
satisfactory results. At least a part 
of the information has been received 
from a4l the counties, excepting Caddo 
and Dewey, 
and letters have been 


sent to the officials of these counties, 
urging them to report immediately. 


Nothing can be done toward the dis- 


tricting until the figures in regard to 
the population have been received, so 
that the number of peeple to each dis- 
trict can be determined. Everything 
possible is being done to get these fig- 
ures. Because of the fact that county 
commissioners 
have quite 
recently 


been changing the precinct bounda- 
ries in some of the counties, the pre- 
cinct maps are slow in coming in, and 
the local officials are waiting until they 
can make tho maps absolutely up to 
date. 


la is estimated bj the board, judgiiig 


by the returns thus far received, that 
the population of Oklahoma territory 
wil be between G50.000 and 665,000, 
which will make the population of each 
delegate district slightly under 12,000 
As soon as the complete population fig- 
ures are received the work of laying 
out the districts will be commenced.

"Study to show thyself approved of 


God a workman that needeth not be 
ashamed, rightly divining the word of 
truth." From this text Mr. Oliver 
preached one of the best sermons of the 
meeting, last evening at the tabernacle.

"I want to 
say that the church must be ready to 
receive sinners. I will not drag Godless 
seople into Godless churches. 
The 


churches must be cleaned out and pre- 
pared to take care of the young in 
Christ. 
Here Mr. Oliver made an apt 


comparison of Baby lucubators and the 
condition that should prevail in the 
church. "Every church should be a 
baby incubator" Just as the atmos- 
phere must be filtered and pure for the 
little premature fellows, just so should 
the church be filled with a spiritua 
atmosphere, or the babes in Christ 
cannot thrive. 


He attacked the modern idea of be- 


ing politic in the pulpit. He said a 
minister cannot be popular with Got 
and yet please the whims and fancies 
of the membership.
